A MINATURE OF PRINCE CHARLES EDWARD STUART, head and 
shoulders, wearing his Order of the Garter, in early 18th Century 
gold frame, with coronet and monogram engraved at the back,

** Formerly in the Collection of the Derwentwater Family. 


A gold Ring in memory of Charles, Earl of Derwentwater, inscribed 
“Chs. E. of. Derw. behd. Dec. 8th. 1746. AE. 53,” the ring set 
with an octagonal paste ; and another Ring, in gold, set with a 
paste and an earl’s coronet, formerly belonging to James, 
second Earl of Derwentwater, inscribed “ J.D. obt. 24 Feb. 
1715 AET 27” 2 

** Sir James Radcliffe, Bt., third Earl of Derwentwater (1689-1716), 
was brought up at St. Germain as a companion to Prince James 
Edward ; he returned to England in 1710, but aided the rebellion 
in 1715 when he was taken prisoner and beheaded. His brother, 
Charles, titular 4th Earl, also took part in the rising of 1715 but 
after capture and imprisonment at Newgate made his escape. 
He subsequently became secretary to Prince Charles Edward, 
and took part in the rebellion of 1745 when he was captured and 
beheaded. 


RELICS OF PRINCE CHARLES EDWARD, comprising :— a Miniature 
in rococo frame ; two Ear-rings in white cairngorm, containing 
hair of Prince James and Prince Charles, respectively inscribed 
“J.R. and“ C.R.” under a royal crown ; a piece of blue Ribbon 
from the Young Chevalier’s Garter worn by him at Fernton 
during the campaign of the 45 when he was staying with Lord 
John Drummond; and three pieces of red Ribbon worn by 
Prince Charlie at the same time ; all in a case 

** These relics were in the possession of Miss Preston of Fernton 
before 1801 ; on the Ist of January of that year she gave them 
to John Graham; they subsequently passed into the Bruce 
Family. They were exhibited in London at an exhibition of 
Stuart Relics, some thirty years ago.

A Louis XVI gold Watch, by Marchand Fils, Paris, white dial, the 
case set with figure subject in enamel, within rose diamond and 
coloured gold borders 


** A watch by the same makers is in the Guildhall Museum.

A Louis XVI Nécessaire in green Vernis Martin, the outside set 
with two oval miniature landscapes and with finely chased gold 
borders 


A fine French tortoiseshell round Snuffbox, the cover set with a 
miniature finely painted with a royal stag hunt, in the back- 
ground a palace and a town in the distance 
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A Louis XV GoLp SNUFFBOX, oblong, the outside panelled with 
mother-o’-pearl and gold appliqué, the panels carved with 
various classical subjects, gold lined 


A Louis XVI Snuffbox, oval, in tortoiseshell and gold, the top, 
sides and base inlaid with a formal striped pattern and with 
chiselled gold borders 


A silver-gilt Snuffbox, oblong, of fine quality, the cover with a 
portrait, presumably of William IV, contained in an oval 
medallion, the border chased with flowers, the background with 
engine-turned decoration, London, 1829 


A QUEEN ANNE SNUFFBOX, in silver set with a gold medal commem- 
orating the Peace of Utrecht in 1713 


** These medals appear to have been given to members of both 
Houses of Parliament ; the crest on this box is that of Thomas 
Medlicott, Esq., M.P. for Abingdon (d. 1716.) 


An Irish double Snuffbox, in silver, oval, with engine-turned 
decoration, gilt lined, Dublin, late 18th Century 


** Inscribed: “‘ This box was a celebrated Painter's, Sir Joshua 
Reynolds. Is now presented to Alexr. Copland Hutchison an 
envnent Surgeon by his friend and patient John Salter”. The 
Box was subsequently presented to John’ Burnet Esq. (see 
further inscription). 


An 18th Century Snuffbox, in shell with gold border and cover, 
chased with rococo design surrounding a crest ; and a silver-gilt 
Medal, chased with religious subjects 2 


A pair of rare silver Stirrups of fine quality, Continental; a 
German Travelling Clock in silver case, the case English, London 
Hall Mark, 1756; and a miniature silver Table : 4 


Seven silver Vinaigrettes ; three Snuffboxes; and three Nutmeg 
Graters ; all silver 13
